Washington—CPj— Chairman Mar- 


riner S. Eccles of the federal re- 
serve board, urged congress today 
to solve what he termed "a gap in 
our financial mechanism" for meet- 
ing credit needs of "small and in- 
termediate business." 


He told a senate banking subcom- 


mittee that he "seriously doubted" 
that a proposal for government in- 
surance of bank loans to meet these 
needs, would succeed unless re- 
vised. 


Eccles referred to the bill of 


Senator 
Mead 
(D-X Y.) which 


would have the RFC insure 90 per 
cent of loans to small business, with 
local banks carrying the first 10 i 
per cent of losses. He suggested 
the bill be revised so that banks 
and government shared and pos- 
sible losses on a prorated basis, 


"Under this bill if there were a 


$10.000 loss on a $100.000 loan the 
bank would have to carry all of 
it" Eccles said.

The opinion held that the power 


of congress to enact the 1937 agri- 
cultural marketing act depended 
upon the peculiar use and nature 
of milk. 


Justices Black and Douglas coni

Start Near Home 


Perhaps the best way for a 


group to carry on a nest-hunting 
trip is to see how many nests can 
be found in a certain period of 
time, in a given territory or along 
the pathway of a prescribed route, 
Members of the group should 
travel together or. if divided, be 
given different territories so th'at 
the same nest will not be visited 
more than once. The reasons are 


not go far obvious: the same nest will not be

vice is to start at home. There is 
scarcely a block on a city street 
a farm orchard or small grove 
where at least one robin's nest] 
can't be found. Most of these] 
nests are placed in trees of any 
species, but occasionally you will 
find a robin's nest on a projecting, 
ledge of porch, corner of a house.) 
shed or barn. If you sec a robin 
fly'up into a tree with a worm or 
fly in its mouth, you can be sure 
he is carrying it to a nest of young 
ones. 


Learning to Fly 


Any day now you will begin to 


see young robins being shepherd- 
ed'about your lawns by their 
parents, being taught to fly and lo 
hunt for food. Some of the young 
ones appear so "helpless and can 
scarcely fly. How do they man- 
age to fly back into the nest, is a 
question I'm 
often 
asked. 
The 


answer is. they don't When once 
they've flown out, or have been 
pushed out of the nest, they leave 
it forever. The parent birds stay 
about until the last nestling is out 
and then take the whole brood to 


cdu- 
well 


able to care for themselves the 
parent birds return to the nest to 
raise a second, and occasionally, a 
third brood. 


If you have small cedars or 


other evergreens near your home, 
or spirca, clove currant or other 
shrubbery, you may find the nest 
of the chipping sparrow. Usually 
the small horsehair lined nest is 
low enough to be seen easily. No 
other sparrow (not counting the 
English sparrow, which, it has re- 
cently been, announced, is not a 
sparrow but belongs to the weaver 
bird family) is as unafraid of man 
as 
this 
little chestnut-crowned 
bird. 


Strings, rags and yarn hanging 


from the topmost branches/ of a 
tall elm will tell you that an ori- 
ole's nest is under construction. 
There is one in our neighborhood 
which is of unusual interest For 
years a woman in this neighbor- 
hood had been putting out strings, 
wool and bits of cloth to attract 
orioles but they persisted in going 
around the corner to the 
next 
street to build their nests 
Last 


year three orioles ^built their nests 
in, this neighboring street, but this 
year her efforts are being re- 
warded, for a nest in her own tree 
is being woven.

N-E-U-T-R-A-L-I-T-Y! 
Secretary Hull tossed it into the 


national arena with his latest memo 
to congress. He .advises repeal of 
the arms embargo part 'of our neu- 
trality laws. 


Congress is now carrying the 


subject into public hearings, where 
all shades (and that means oodles 
of sha'des) of opinion contribute to 
the headline parade. 


Neutrality as a word is about 600 


years old. For 400 of those years, 
men and governments have been 
trying to make it mean something. 
.Neutrality is a dangerous busi- 
ness. It got the United States into 
two disastrous wars—the War of 
1812 and the World war. 


It is the answer to a campaign 


orator's prayer. To him it is a "talk- 
more-and-say-less" 
subject, 
like 


taxes. 


(Note: Both major political par- 


ties have publicly laid the ground- 
work to put neutrality in their 
1940 platforms. Both have the same 
general aim—to keep America out 
of the war. Grist for the orators is 
how that can be done.)

Plenty of Ignorance

We'll milk 
the cow while the Russians holt 
her by the horns, and the Turks by 
the taiL"

All of this means our policy on 


neutrality may be either one of two 
extremes—or somewhere 
in be- 
tween. 


1. We can reassert the freedom 


of the seas—whatever'that means— 
and insist on selling our 
goods 


where we please, or, 


2. We can abandon our rights on 


the oceans, and insulate ourselves 
by isolation. 


Most authorities agree that Ex- 


treme No. 1 is a sure invitation to 
war—if the world has another war. 
We'd simply repeat our 1916 drift 
toward trouble. Finally, we'd have 
to jump in to defend the honor—or 
trade—of some of our enterprising 
salesmen in the international mar- 
ket Nations at war simply will not 
watch the goods of a neutral going 
to the enemy. 


On the other hand, if history 


means anything 
much, 
Extreme 


No. 2 might lead to an internal ec- 
onomic crisis, as it did in 1812. Lit- 
erally thousands of seamen and 
workers in the export and import 
business would be thrown out of 
jobs. The clamor for a "fair profit" 
would be deafening. Could political 
leaders resist it? They never have. 


The mere fact that Extreme No. 1 


has twice led us into war has been 
enough to drive congress further 
and further toward Extreme No. 2. 
* 
* * 
Close To Isolation 


Most authorities seem to agree 


that we're now about two-thirds up 
the ladder toward isolationism. Sec- 
retary Hull would, bring us down a 
rung or two and put us about mid- 
way of the two extremes. He fig- 
ures it's better not to tell the world 
in advace exactly where we would 
stand in a new World war. 
"* 


Here's the situation: 
1. Our present law leaves it to 


the president to declare when hos- 
tilities between nations becomes 
war, since it is no longer fashion- 
able or customary to 
"declare" 
wars. 


2. Once the president proclaims"a 


war in progress. American citizens 
and ships are forbidden to carry 
arms to any warring power, or to 
any other nations for trans-ship- 
ment to a belligerent 


3. Americans can't lend money to 


warring nations. 


4. The president 
may 
prevent 


armed foreign vessel* from coming 
to the United States for supplies. 


5. American merchantmen can- 


not arm themselves against attack 
on the high seas. 


One more provision—the famous 


"cash and carry" section—expired 
on May 1. In the face of pressure 
from exporters on the one hand, 
and extreme isolationists on the 
other, the lawmakers could not de- 
cide what to do about it 


'Thai part of the law might have 


kept American vessels from selling 
anything at all to either side in a 
war. The exporters were against it 
The isolationists thought it wasn't 
strict enough. 


Secretary Hull has now stepped 


n to argue that we should embargo 
nothing—except actual arms such 
as guns, bullets, and engines of de- 
structions. 


Senator Borah and Bennett Clark, 
he Idaho and Missouri senators, 
vant to embargo just about every- 
thing. Only isolationism from war 
will satisfy them, freedom of the 
seas notwithstanding.

In the morning 
the crowds gather and the festival 
masses are said and a, class is con- 
firmed. Then the procession forms, 
ready to start as soon as the bishop 
appears on the church steps. It is 
headed by a color bearer with a 
large American flag, followed in 
order 
by the 
school band, the 


school children, the choir, the sis- 
ters, the confirmation class, the 
priests and brothers, the acolytes 
and cross- bearer, tast comes the 
bishop. He is accompanied by four 
Indians who hold a gold-fringed 
silken canopy above him. In his 
hand he carries a beautiful jeweled 
monstrance containing the orecious 
Blessed Sacrament. After the bish- 
op follow the various church so- 
cieties 
with 
their embroidered 


banners and the congregations and 
all visitors who care to participate. 
The Choir sings, the nriests and 
sisters chant litanies, the children 
and laity recite the rosary, the 
drums of the band beat the church 
bells j>eal forth. At each chaoel 
the bishop pronounces a benedic- 
tion. All traffic on the highway is 
stopped, and the procession march- 
es at last up the highway and into 
the church for the last benediction. 
After this the crowd disperses for 
the rest of the day which is given 
over to picnics, ball games, da'nces, 
and other forms of sociability.

New York—There Is a social strata In New 


York so elegant it is above mention. Its mem 
bers never ore seen at even the ritziest public 
places. If not never, certainly seldom. It Is no 
that they consider themselves better. Rather 
they simply arc not interested in cither Cafe 
Society or Mention on the Society pages. 


In the homes of these people, middle-aged or 


elderly for the most part, th,o home dinner par- 
ty and reception is making its last stand. It i 
the nearest thing to the old Parisian "salon" in 
New York. Twenty or at most 30 dinner guests 
are invited, generally to meet a distinguishec 
visitor. After the meal, elaborately preparee 
and served, another score of guests may be in- 
vited to a reception. Generally the guest then 
addresses the gathering on his -specialty; or il 
he or she be a musician, there is a musicale— 
not a great deal different from the musicales 
Mozart and Haydn must have known. 


These affairs are rarely reported by the press. 


The hostesses are neither climbers nor public- 
ity seekers. They are patricians entertaining 
their friends privately; ladies and gentlemen 
of grace and breeding; not snobs, just people 
of substantial means whose happiness comes 
from having fine homes, living in them, and 
having worth while friends.

This particular woman whose social standing

Especially is the cook noted for her 
Borlsch—that famous Russian soup which is 
the essence of beets.

which has troubled the market anc 
the Department of Agriculture for 
two years or more. 


Until recently the prospects were 


that a healthy new 
corn harvesi

still had 400,000,000 bushels hang- 
ing over from the 1938 crop. The 
past surplus of corn has swellec 
pork production so much that the

on the plant. If all leaves are cut 
from the stem, the stem will be un- 
able to breathe, and the plant may 
be starved for air with early death 
as a likelihood 


The best time of day for cutting 


roses is after sundown. Early morn- 
ing is second choice. The cut flow- 
ers should be plunged into cold wa- 
ter immediately after cutting, then 
stood in a cool, darkened place for 
several hours before being brought 
into strong light. Flowers so treat- 
ed remain fresh for a much longer 
period than those not given a hard- 
ening treatment. Roses which are 
cut at mid-day wither with sur- 
prising quickness and the practice 
is to be guarded against.

CEYLON'S FLYING FOXES 
Ceylon Is not the only part of the 


world where there are "flying fox- 
es," but this island near India is 
the home of some of the larg- 
est animals of the kind. 


They are not really foxes, or near 


relatives of foxes. Instead, they are 
bats of large size. The head, nose 
and ears arc shaped something like 
those of a fox, which explains the 
name. 


A group of "flying1 foxes." 


The body of a flying fox is about 


a foot long, and alongside the body 
are large wings. When the wings are 
outspread, they often measure four 
or five feet from tip to tip! 


Thousands of flying foxes are to 


be seen in some part of Ceylon. 
They do most of their flying at 
night, and rest in the daytime. Late 
each morning, however, it is a com- 
mon thing for them to "take wing," 
spending an hour or more flying 
about 
Perhaps they make the 


morning flight to dry their wings 
and fur. 


A popular magazine recently told 


of what "good citizens" bats are, 
declaring that they always leave 
plenty of room for their'neighbors 
when they go to rest This is not 
true of the big bats of Ceylon. They 
quarrel a great deal about "resting 
room." 


Chickens rest right side up, but 


flying foxes rest upside down. They 
cling to branches or other support 
with the claws in their feet, and 
their bodies hang downward. The 
head, however, is turned upward 
and is pressed against the chest 


Flying foxes like to rest in caves 


and tunnels, but there are 
not 


enough such places to go around. 
For this reason, they most often 
spend their days clinging to the 
limbs of trees. Sometimes so many 
gather on a branch as to break it 
down. 


When they go to a tree in the 
early morning, these bats chatter 
and scream a great deaL They seem 
to know which parts of the tree 
will be more shady, and for this 
reason they crowd on the shady 
side. 
Flying foxes are armed with 


small but sharp teeth, also with 
teeth fitted lor grinding. They feed 
mainly on fruit — small bananas, 
rose-apples, figs and flower-buds of 
the silk-cotton trees. When food is 
scarce, a flying fox which gets a 
good prize, such as a banana, tries 
to take it to a safe place to keep his 
comrades from crowding around 
and biting him until they get it 
away.
